‘The Anjuman-i-Hind of the 4th Angust,:sehuring the 
gloomy proepects | in Upper India, owing to drought, counsels 
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the Government to stop ‘the: axportation of: grain from ‘Uppet 


India to the famine distriéts.in Deecan. . This expedient will, 


at all events, have. the-effect of preventing prices from rising 
in this part of the ‘country, and ;will save. the Goyernment 
the trouble of importing grain in. the event of: an outbreak of 
famine. - For the famine-striken districts in the Deccan sup- 
plies of grain should be obtained from Assam. The ‘People 


in these provinces should pray for the fall of rain. 


‘The Rahbar-i-Hind of the 7th August devotes a a Tong 
article to point. out that Raya Udhi Ram, extra assistant 
commissioner, Hoshyarpur, is entitled to the special favour 
of the Government in consideration of the eminent services 
which his grandfather and father rendered to the Government. 


Diwan Shadi Ram, the grandfather of Raya Udhi Ran, was 
instrumental in establishing British influence in the Panjab. 
He had great influence with the Raja of Jhind.. When Ranjit 


Singh began to press the chiefs of the cis-Sutlaj States, he 
induced them to place themselves tinder the protection of the 
English. Accordingly he went to Agra in 1805, took some 


English officers with him to the Sutlaj; and prevailed over 


the native chiefs with great difficul ty to permit the establish- 
ment of English military camps in their dominions. He 
secured the grant of the district. of Ludhiana from the Maha- 
raja of Jhind tothe English Government for the establishment 
of a military camp. He took part in the Gurkha war in 1814 
with a force of two hundred and fifty men maintained at his 
own expense. ‘His son, Munshi Radha Kishn, served the Go- 
vernment from 1814 to 1854 as mir munshi i in the office of the 
British agent. The munshi rendered ° very important services 
to the Government in times of difficulty. When the: British 
troops were worsted at Kaithal in 1843 by the rebels, he alone 
maintained his ground, and saved the office records. It was ke 
who cunningly persuaded the rebels to evacuate Kaithal. It 


was perhaps on this occasion that a European officer in 2 


letter styled him a saint. In. 1845 he assisted the Govern- 
ment by providing supplies of food and conveyances for the 
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army in. the: Sikh. war... In. recognition. of his faithful services 
im;the war he was promised a jagir of Rs. 5,000 by Mr, 


Broadfoot... But. unfortunately Mr. Broadfvot perished in one 
of. the; battles fought, during ,the war... Mr. Curry; Secretary 


fo the, Governnient of India, bore testimony to the above 


promise havingbeen: tnade in his presence, but the claims. of 
Munshi Radha Kishn were rejected by the Government. . The
